PEKING DEFENCE. 


US. May Withdraw. 


Peking, June 7. 


There ig apparently still a seri- 
ous possibility of the’ United 
States Legation evacuating Peking 
if, the Fengtien forces withdraw. 


It is understood that Géncral 
Smedley Butler, who arrived here 
on Saturday and returned to Tien- 
tsin’ on Sunday, advocated a with- 
d¥awal in view of the strong force, 
necessary to keep the line open 
to:the sea, ~ 

It is reliably stated that the U.S. 
State Department has left the de- 
cision in the -hands of the, mili- 
tury representatives here, at the 
same. time stipulating that what- 
ever happens no shot must be fir- 
ed agninst the Nationalists. This 
will naturally make any attempt 
to defend the Legation. farcical, 
and the members of the American 
Leyution are still striving to ob- 
tain a stronger policy, in view 
of the immense loss of prestige 
if Americn alone. withdraws. . 


“Serious Considerations, 


Ii is obvious that’ the with- 
drawal of the Americans at the 
ldst rhoment would leave a dan- 
gerous’ gap in the Legation de- 
fences in the south-west corner, 
which anyhow would be most diffi- 
cult to defend, ;
